19, he says, tho child was placed in 
a bathtub by Ella A. Harris, an at- 
tendant. 
While in the bathtub the 


child was drowned. 


Foren brings the suit as admin- 


istrator of the child's estate. 


The statements made by Foren con- 


cerning her were denied by Miss Har- 
ris when interviewed by a. reporter 
last night. 
She said: 


"I was not in the contagious de- 


partment of the Massachusetts Homeo- 
pathic hospital last year. 
It Is three 


years or more since £ have been 
in 


Brighton. 
I know nothing of the in- 


cident mentioned In this suit. 
I was 


graduated as a nurse in 1914." 


George F. McKellcget. counsel for 


the plaintiff, said last night that For- 
ftn's daughter, Edna, was convalescent 
from scarlet fever at the time the in- 
cident took place. 
He asserted that 


the night nurse placed the child in 
the bath tub, for the purpose of bath- 
Ing her, at 6.30 or 6.40 o'clock on the 
morning of, J.uly }3. Shortly afterward
